Home Dry Cleaning 


VERY professional cleaner has 
his own methods and _ prepara- 
tions, which he naturally prefers 
to keep to himself, but the wo- 

man who lives at a distance from a 
good cleaner, or who of necessity must 
economize, can do a great deal of her 
own dry cleaning {if she will 

Light gloves, slippers and belts, silk 
or lace blouses and ribbons of various 
sorts are the articles that need cleaning 
oftenest, and if they are not too soiled 
are usually within the ability of the 
amateur cleaner. 

Try pipe clay and alum, mixed in 
equal parts, for cleaning delicate 
shades of kid. Use a piece of soft flan- 
nel dipped into the mixture and rub re- 
yeatedly until the soil has disappeared. 

hen wipe off with a_ piece of clean 
flannel and lay your gloves and belts 
away in oiled paper for safekeeping. 

Gasoline is the standby of the average 
woman who cleans her own gloves, rib- 
bons and silk waists. It is well to re- 
member, however, that there are two

Fold the surplus part of the 
sheet over the blouse and iay it in a 
safe place for a day or two” At the end 
of that time take out the blouse and 
brush and shake it free from every 
particle of the white cleansing dust. 
In extreme cases 4a second application 
may be necessary 

Black lace may be cleaned by putting 

it into aleohol and churning the lace 
about until the Hquid foams Spread 
the lace very smooth and press under a 
weight instead of troning it. Ribbons 
are cleaned like larger pleces of slik. 
A gasoline scrub will do wonders. to- 
ward freshening up a broadcloth suit. 
Mackintoshes should be spread on wide 
boards and scrubbed with a stiff brush 
and yellow soapsuds, then rinsed after- 
yard with clean water. 
Velvet or plush may be cleaned with 
either alcohol or turpentine. Every 
inch of the garment must be carefull 
sponged. To raise the pile afterward, 
steam the material over the hot water 
pan of a chafing dish.

Looking well after the 
ways of her household, she fears to 
introduce some deleterious acid into 
the stomachs of her family, and so 
does not trust the wares offered by 
the salesman as “the finest thing in 
fruit to be found anywhere, 15 cents 
a can—two for a quarter.”

Pure sugar went to the preparation 
of ner preserves, which are, let us 
hope, as sweet now as they were the 
day she parboiled herself and cooked 
them against the time when licat and 
fruit would be expensive luxuries 
And just here is it well to remind 
this same housekeeper that, if her 
fruits show signs of fermentation, 
they should not be used, even in pies 
and puddings. Turn them back into 
the preserve kettle, add sugar and 
“cook them over’ before serving 
them in any shape. The little acrid 
taste that leaves a “tang” on the 
tongue muy leave a worse reminder 
upon the sensitive mucous mem- 
brane lining the stomach. 

In the following recipes there are 
often directions for draining the 
fruit from the liquor in which it is 
canned or preserved Our house- 
wife may save this liquid and make 
of it excellent pudding sauces. 


Plum Satter Pudding. 


Drain the liquor from a can of plums 
aid set in an open bowl for an hour

The affair took place at the home of one of the friends 
ef the bride-fo-be. Invitations were sent out to as many 
guests as could be accommodated for the evening, re 
questing each friend to bring a handkerchief ‘tagged’ in 
fome way with the name of the giver 
I forgot to say It was to be a “Handkerchief Shower": 
but one could give other showers in the same way. Hand 
kerchiefs are always useful and acceptable af gifts 
The decorations were very simplé but pretty. and light 
refreshments were served believe in this case they were 
amall sandwiches, chocolate and small cakes 
A large bell, made of crepe paper and decorated, was 
hung in a corner. The handkerchiefs were all hid in thin, 
a ribbon-attached Durimg the evening they inveigled the 
guest of honor into this particular corner, and while she 
was seated, at a given signal the ribbon wae pulled, the 
contentea of the bell came down in a snowy ‘shower,’ 
completely enveloping said young lady, to her great ars 
tonishment, as she was not let into the secret, of course 
There were handkerchiefs of all sizes and descriptions, 
from point Iace to the neat, narrow-hemmed. sheer linen 
. HOPE (Wellesley, Mass.) 
Several other excellent ideas for ‘‘showers' are given 
below 
HEART SHOWER 


Heng 4 docrway, preferably a wide one, with narrow 
red ribbons, tacked four inches apart, to form a rope 
porticre, having the lengths from one-third to three 
quariers of a yard Fasten small red cardboard hearts 
to these ribbons, and suspend a large cardboard heart 
from the centre This is made by cutting two ‘arge 
hearts from red cardboard and lacing them together up 
the rides with the narrow ribbon Tie there in long 
bows at the point of the heart, and hang it by four rib 
bons, one fastened tn each lobe of the heart The doo 
frame may be decorated with greens, or a bower may be 
formed around and behind 

Put the articles to be showered, if not too heavy, into 
the heart. and, when the critical moment arrives, seat 
the bride-elect beneath oat, unlnee the ribbons part way 
from the bottom and the parcels will shower into her 
lap 

Games mav follow—progressive hearts, with tallies of 
white cardboard hearts, with Cupids sketched on, and 
thed with tiny red hows Mark progressions with the 
ttle, red, heart-shaped wafers. Archery—each young lady 
being given a trial shot at a heart-shaped target, with a 
white heart for the ‘‘bull’s eve—will determine the next 
bride as being the one who hits nearest the centre mark 

Refreshments and prizes carry out the heart idea, 
hearts and Cupids being the popular emblems of the oc 
casion. 

LINEN SHOWER 


Fasten a parasol to the chandelier—a Japanese one is 
pretty, with Japanese lanterns about the room The par 
aso) is inverted, and the articles to be showered placed 
in it, then ritbons fastened from it to the four corners 
of the table beneath, where the refreshments are daintily 
spread 

The guests are seated around the table, and, after 
the serving and clearing of the table, two ribbons from 
one end are unfastened and passed to the other end, 
where two of the guests swing the parasol in such a 
way as to shower its contents on the table before the 
bride. 

CHRISTMAS SHOWER 


Moke a large stocking of white muslin, about forty- 
five inches long. and in it place the gifts—linen, kitchen 
ware or whatever takes one's: fancy A goou way to 
manage would be to hang the stocking outside the brid»- 
elect’S door, so that when she tries to come fron: her 
rocm on Christmas morning her progress will be im- 
peded by the stocking. 

Jingles appropriate to the occasion and to each sepa- 
rate gift may be fastened to the articles, in the absence 
of the donors. Or, if preferred, the stocking may be fas- 
tened in a room, and the guests, as they cume, may 
place their parcels in it. 

The usual Christrnas games may follow the emptying 
of the stocking, and refreshments, including a ‘‘fortuns 
cake.’’ 


An idea that has occurred to jae is a ‘‘search shower,- 
telling the bride-elect to look in a certain place, and 
marking what she is to find there “Look in such a 
place,”’ each article sending her to other hiding places, un- 
til she has found everything That isn’t a ‘“‘shower,"’ but 
it might be fun, especially if the directions in each case 
were rhymed, each guest having contributed a jingle 
with her gift AMETHYST (Millis, Mass.).
